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INTRODUCTION 


This  report  has  been  prepared  by  the  Agency  pursuant  to  Section  17.1  of  the 
Illinois  Environmental  Protection  Act.  The  report  summarizes  information 
about  your  facility  and  samples  collected  and  analyzed  from  your  well(s). 
The  well  site  survey  provides  an  inventory  of  the  area  around  your  well(s) 
to  help  increase  your  awareness  of  potential  hazards  to  groundwater  utilized 
by  your  facility.  This  information  and  technical  data  will  assist  you  in 
developing  and  implementing  local  groundwater  protection  measures  authorized 
by  the  Act. 


FACILITY  DESCRIPTION  AND  GEOLOGIC  PROFILE  OF  WELL  SITES 

Richmond  (Fac.  #1110750)  has  two  public  water  supply  wells,  wells  #1  (IEPA 
#20188)  and  #2  (IEPA  #20189).  The  facility  supplies  approx.  103,560  gallons 
per  day  to  392  services. 

The  surficial  geologic  susceptibility  (permeability)  rating  is  B1 .  The 
aquifer  is  overlain  by  sand  and  gravel  over  relatively  impermeable 
ti  1 1 /bedrock .  Permeability  is  a  measure  of  the  ability  of  a  soil  or 
sediment  to  transmit  fluids.  A  detailed  description  ana  geologic  profile 
is  found  in  the  Facility  Wells  Report  (Appendix  C).

GROUNDWATER  SAMPLING  AND  MONITORING  HISTORY 


Richmond  wells  #1  and  #2  were  sampled  as  part  of  the  Statewide  Groundwater 
Monitoring  Program  on  June  27,  1985.  The  samples  were  analyzed  for  volatile 
organic/aromatic  compounds  (VOC/VOA)  and  inorganic  chemicals  (IOC). 

Review  of  the  VOC/VOA  analyses  did  not  indicate  quantifiable  levels  of  any 
organic  compounds.  The  IOC  analyses  performed  indicate  that  the  parameters 
are  consistent  with  those  of  other  sand  and  gravel,  and  shallow  bedrock 
aquifers  in  northeastern  Illinois  (Appendix  D). 


WELL  SITE  SURVEY  METHODS  AND  PROCEDURES 


The  detailed  well  site  survey  consists  of  an  aerial  photographic  map  and 
inventory  that  relate  information  about  potential  contamination  sources. 


routes  and  possible  problem  sites  to  the  public  water  supply  well(s).  The 
location  of  the  potential  sources,  routes,  possible  problem  sites,  minimum 
setback  zone  and  1,000  Ft.  survey  area  are  all  displayed  on  the  aerial 
photographic  map  (Appendix  B). 

The  first  page  of  each  survey  consists  of  a  summary  description  and  geologic 
profile  for  each  well.  The  second  and  following  pages  inventory  units 
within  and  bordering  a  1,000  Ft.  radius  of  the  wellhead.  A  unit  is  defined 
as  "any  device,  mechanism,  equipment,  or  area  (exclusive  of  land  utilized 
only  for  agricultural  production)".  (See  Groundwater  Primer  pg.  19)  The 
agency  5-digit  well  number  is  associated  w'th  a  map  code  or  unit,  and  then 
classified.  The  classification  codes  relate  to  definitions  of  potential 
contamination  sources  and  routes  as  defined  in  the  Illinois  Groundwater 
Protection  Act  (Primer  pages  18-19).  Each  unit  or  map  code  is  then 
described  and  associated  with  an  owner/address .  The  distance  and  direction 
from  the  wellhead  is  also  indicated. 

Survey  Results  and  Findings 

The  Richmond  well  site  survey  was  conducted  on  March  7,  1990  by  Fred 

Martinez  of  the  Aqency's  Elgin  Regional  Office.  Mr.  Martinez  interviewed 
Rand  Meyers,  Water  Supt.  The  following  describes  the  survey  results  and 
findings  for  Richmond: 

Richmond  #1  (20188)  [Refer  to  Aerial  Photograph  B] 

The  survey  area  is  urban.  The  area  is  a  mixture  of  moderate  density 
residential  and  light  commercial.  The  well  is  located  behind  the  Village 
Hall,  at  10308  Main  St.  There  is  one  potential  contamination  source  and 
thirteen  possible  problem  sites  located  within  the  400  Ft.  miniumum  setback 
zone.  The  potential  source  is  Richmond  Motor  Sales,  located  380  Ft.  N  of 
the  wellhead,  map  code  35.  The  possible  problem  sites  include:  Mary's  and 
Golden  Goose  Antiques,  located  370  Ft.  NW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  17; 
Barbara's  Antiques  &  Keepsakes,  located  350  Ft.  NW  of  the  wellhead,  map 
cone  18;  Ed's  Antiques,  located  260  Ft.  NW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  19; 
Marilyn's  Touch  Antiques,  located  240  Ft.  NW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  20; 
Time  Was  Antiques,  located  540  Ft.  WNW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  21;  Happy 
House  Antiques,  located  320  Ft.  WNW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  24;  Hiram's 
Uptown  Antiques,  located  360  Ft.  WNW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  26;  Furniture 
Restoration,  located  300  Ft.  WNW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  27;  Little  Bit 
Antiques,  located  260  Ft.  WNW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  28;  Antiques  on 
Broadway,  located  210  Ft.  W  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  29;  This  Olde  House

There  are  also  four  possible  problem  sites  located  outside  the  minimum 
setback  zone,  but  within  the  1,000  Ft.  survey  area.

Sheep  Antiques,  located  500  Ft.  WNW  of  the  wellhead,  .nap  code  22;  The

Twice  Loved  Antiques,  located  500  Ft.  W  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  25. 

Richmond  #2  (20189)  [Refer  to  Aerial  Photograph  B] 

The  survey  area  is  urban.  The  area  is  a  mixture  of  moderate  density 
residential  and  light  commercial.  The  well  is  located  in  the  Public  Works 
Garage,  near  the  elevated  tank  off  of  Main  St.  There  is  one  potential 
source  of  contamination  and  four  possible  problem  sites  located  within  the 


400  Ft.  minimum  setback  zone.  The  potential  source  of  contamination  is 
helow  ground  storage  of  fuel,  located  20  Ft.  S  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  34. 
The  possible  problem  sites  include:  Richmond  Canvas,  located  280  Ft.  NW  of 
the  wellhead,  map  code  3;  above  and  possibly  below  ground  storage  of  fuel, 
located  400  Ft.  W  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  7:  Ken -P i ri  Inc.,  locatea  2 4' 
Ft.  SW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  8;  TRAC,  located  80  Ft.  N  of  the  wellhead, 
map  code  33. 

There  are  also  six  possible  problem  sites  located  outside  the  minimum 
setback  zone,  but  within  the  1,000  Ft.  survey  area.  These  sites  include: 
NAPA,  located  830  Ft.  NW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  2;  Olson  Electronics 
Corp.,  located  600  Ft.  NW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  5;  Jan-Air  Inc.,  located 
560  Ft.  W  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  6;  a  bldg,  whose  owner  is  unknown, 
located  680  Ft.  SW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  9;  Vanguard  Trailer  Inc., 
located  700  Ft.  SW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  10;  Richmond  Cement  Products, 
located  740  Ft.  SW  of  the  wellhead,  map  code  11. 


SUMMARY 

The  well  site  survey  and  monitoring  indicate  that  there  are  29  potential 
contamination  source(s),  route(s),  or  possible  problem  site(s)  that  could 
possibly  impact  the  groundwater  utilized  by  Richmond. 

The  Illinois  Environmental  Protection  Act  provides  minimum  setback  zones 
for  your  well(s)  and  are  regulated  by  the  IEPA.  The  Act  also  authorizes 
county  and  municipal  officials  the  opportunity  to  establish  maximum  setback 
zones  up  to  1  ,000  Ft.  The  responsibility  of  regulation  would  then  be 
assumed  by  local  officials  through  the  adoption  of  a  maximum  setback 
ordinance.
